WASHINGTON—By 48 to 26 tna 
senate adopted the conference re- 
port otf the "sedition bill amending 
the espionage'act. The house is ex- 
pected to agree to the report next 
week. The senate's action concluded 
a fight covering a period of near'y 
two weeks and waged to the exclu- 
sion of all other business during tha 
past several d»ys. It revolved upon 
the conference committee's omission 
from the bill of the France amend- 
ment, upholding the right of g 
ernmerit critics to speak the truth 
from "good motive* and for justifi- 
able ends," and developed later in- 
to an assault upon the King amend- 
ment, granting the power of virtual 
censorship of the domestic mails to 
the postmaster general. .Under the 
King .amendment the 
postmaster 


general may merely upon suspicion 
that an individual is disloyal with- 
hold all mail addressed to him. 


Senator Lodge was one. of the 


bill's opponents to assail it on the 
floor Saturday. He declared' it was 
unnecessary and that the 
difficulty 


in the treatment of spies, eeditioi- 
ists and disloyalists lies not in »n 
insufficiency of legislation, but 
toe 


inefficiency of the 'department'- of

"This- is the sort of legislation 


that permits' personal enemies to 
speak behind it to avenge themselvos 
upon the other," said Senator Thom- 
as; Democrat, Colorado, in opposing 
the power given to- the postmaster 
jeneral. "It goes-altogether too far. 
!t is an invitation to officials to make 
of law the weapon of attack upon 
:heir enemies, and it is an invitation 
to mean and cowardly persons to hu- 
miliate their enemies by invoking 
-he employment of this »ecr«t pow- 
er against them."

War .reaction upon the teaching 


of German at the university is very 
pronounced in the present 
year. 


What has .been, called an over-Ger- 
manization of .the language courses 
promises to.'correct itself through 
option of pupils and pressure of pub 
lie sentiment. 
Registration in the German depart- 


ment for the first, semester showed 
287 .in tho elementary courses as 
compared to 775 last semester, and 
480 in the advanced courses as com- 
pared to 651 last year. The total 
this year is 767. Last year' it was 
1,326, a decrease of 559, a figure 
which approaches one-half. 


The French languag-e registration 


this year it 1,378 as against 1,206 
last year, an increase of 172. Span- 
ish and Italian remain nearly sta- 
tionary. 
Many 
students 
choose 


French, in preference to the other 
Romance languages, because they 
expect to be called for service in 
France. 


A reduction in the German teach- 


ing force was of course inevitable. 
Two full instructors were dropped 
in 1916. For the current year, the 
faculty, was reduced two 
full in- 


structors arid five assistants. The 
amount of teaching has been reduc- 
ed by the equivalent of seven and 
one-half 
full 
time 
instructors. 


In the German department thirteen 
persons are on. a full-time basis. In 
the romance languages the number 
is twenty-five. 


Dean E. A. Birge, of the college 


of letters and science says the Ger- 
man department is larger than in 
other institutions of like scope, but 
this,is due to the history of the state 
and the demands made upon the uni- 
versity for German instruction. "In 
no way has the university ever .en- 
deavored to give special stimulus to 
the study of German." 


Interest as manifested by students 


in the modern languages is shown 
by class registration for a ten-year 
period. Until the outbreak of the 
European war, interest in German 
was steadily maintained. The effect 
of the. war was almost immediate, 
students began to drop German and 
take up. French and Spanish. The 
figures:

RAILROAD RATE 
HEARI1GIAY 
BE POSTPONED 


Farmers Send Telegram to 


Secretary McAdoo Mak- 


ing Request 


The Wisconsin railroad commission 


may be asked to defer its hearings 
on the butter, eggs, cheese and to 
bacco which were scheduled for this 
week, commencing Tuesday. At the 
request of the Farmers' conference 
held here on Wednesday last, a tele- 
gram has been sent to Secretary W 
G. McAdoo, director general of the 
railroads, asking that the application 
of the railroads for an increase in 
these rates varying from 26 to 40 
per cent be either continued for the 
present or deferred for sixty days. 


The telegram to Secretary McAdoo 


made public today reads as follows: 
"William G. McAdoo. 
Director General Railroads, 
Washington, D. C. 


"There is an application before 


the Railroad commission of Wiscon- 
sin asking for a change in the dairy 
products rates of the state which 
will involve the concentration privi- 
leges and in the end increase our 
rates from twenty-five to forty per 
cent. Some of the condensed milk 
factories, cooperative cheese and but- 
ter factories, have more produce 
stored up than they can ship owing 
to failure of railroads to furnish 
transportation which ,is already af- 
fecting their credit at banks and tho 
farmers may be obliged, to help carry 
these Institutions by accepting part 
payment on their products. Seven- 
eights of the commodities upon whict 
the rates are asked to be changed 
is interstate traffic. This is no time 
to single out food products for an 
advance. If this is to be we want 
a full and complete investigation 
made of the entire schedule. More 
than eight hundred farmers in con- 
ference assembled .request you to ask 
the railroad commission to defer any 
hearings for at least sixty days un- 
til we can prepare to defend the 
case of better still they ask you .to 
demand that the railroad companies 
withdraw their'application entirely 
for the present until we can take 
up the matter with you or the in- 
terstate Commerce Commission in 
Washington and decide whether the 
case should go forward at this time. 
The resolution -passed the main con- 
ference unanimously and I am direct- 
ed to send you this telegram: Kind- 
y answer at O-mro, Wisconsin.

Lowered ^ Efficiency of "Soldiers 


in Camps Prompts Fight

To make venereal disease.a neg- 


ligible factor in the- army instead 
of the army's worst foe is the. sub- 
ject of a- nation-wide campaign if 
education instituted-by the Council 
of National Defense'and the U. Si 
Public Health; service.' Revelations 
of the vast extent of this, scourge 
among soldiers have spurred
